LITTLE  KNOWN  FACTS 
ABOUT  THE 

SPANISH  MILLED  DOLLAR

For  years  numismatic  writers 
and  collectors  have  written  num¬ 
erous  articles  on  this  period  in 
numismatics  -  1732-1772. 

Without  a  doubt  the  famed 
Spanish  Willed  dollar,  also  referred 
to  as  the  Piliar  dollar,  Dos  Mundos 
and  Columbia,  and  the  fractional 
denominations  have  received'  as 
much  coverage  as  any  other  coin 
in  history. 

In  Yoemans  Red  Book,  Page  2 
it  is  described  as  "The  Coin  of 
Our  Nation's  Founders.  Another 
arfide  states  -  "The  Spanish  pieces 
of  eight,  "The  Coin  Imortal,"  and 
yet  another  article  by  J.  G,  Cor¬ 
nett  in  Vol  80,  No.  -  The  Numis¬ 
matist  1967  is  titled  “Those  Mag- 
nificient  Pieces  of  Eight."  Other 
known  reference  books  on  these 
pieces  are  by  Dasi,  Burzio,  Medina, 
Calbeto  and  Fonrobert  (German). 
However,  the  basic  facts  about 
this  coin  has  always  been  omitted. 

At  this  point  -  I  asked  myself  - 
"Why?  Who  was  the  engraver? 


Who  was  the  designer?  When? 
Where?  What  year  were  the  dies 
sent  to  the  New  World?"  There 
were  many  unanswered  questions. 
Someone  must  know  more  about 
this  piece  than  this.  Who?  I  decid¬ 
ed  to  try  to  clear  a  little  air  on 
this  mystery  -  and  the  hunt  began. 

I  contacted  one  of  the  mosr 
knowledgeable  persons  that  I  knew 
in  this  field  -  Sr.  Federico  Claveria, 
Santa  Barbara,  Calif.  -  and  ex¬ 
plained  to  him  my  desires  and 
wishes.  We  agreed  to  assist  one 
another  and  compare  notes.  After 
four  months  of  research  and  cor¬ 
respondence,  the  following  is  an 
accurate  account  of  our  research 
as  was  possible  with  the  records 
available: 

QUESTION  1 — Who  was  the  de¬ 
signer  of  the  Spanish  Milled 
Dollar?  Documented  proof  of  the 
designer  is  unknown.  However, 
Sr.  Claveria,  while  in  Mexico 
City,  went  to  the  Banco  de  Mex¬ 
ico  and  going  through  the  old 
records  discovered  a  letter  dated 
June  17,  1728,  written  by  King 
Philip  V  of  Spain,  directed  to 
all  engravers  and  mintmasters 
of  the  Provincial  mints.  The  letter 
translated  by  Sr.  Claveria  is  as 
follows:  "It  has  been  brought  to 
my  attention  that  the  quality  of 
coinage  struck  by  the  Provincial 
mints  is  sub-standard  in  quality 
especiallly  those  of  the  Lima 
mint.  Many  pieces  arriving  in 
Spain  are  found  to  be  clipped 
or  filed  'hus  reducing  the  weight 
of  the  coin.  They  do  not  conform 
to  the  Royal  minting  standard. 
Therefore,  I  have  instructed  the 
head  tailador  (engraver)  at  the 
Royal  mint  at  Madrid  to  prepare 
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new  dies  of  a  new  design  de¬ 
picting  two  worlds  which  will 
be  shipped  to  you  along  with 
new  screw  type  presses  for  the 
striking  of  these  pieces.  Minting 
of  these  coins  to  commence  in 
the  year  of  our  Lord,  1732." 

If  you  did  not  notice  -  no  men¬ 
tion  of  the  name  of  the  tallador 
was  included  in  the  letter.  We  had 
to  dig  a  little  deeper,  and  we  dis¬ 
covered  in  the  Spanish  achives  in 
Madrid  that  from  the  years  1719 
until  1741,  the  head  talllador  was 
Don  Diego  de  la  Cosa.  So  we  can 
now  assume  that  de  la  Cosa  did 
have  something  to  do  with  the 
design  and  engraving  of  the  Milled’ 
dollar,  but  no  documented  proof. 
QUESTION  2. — When  were  the  new 
dies  and  pattern  strikings  sent 
to  New  Spain?  Do  pattern 
pieces  exist?  How  many?  Ac 
cording  to  navy  logs  a  ship  left 
for  the  New  World  carrying  the 
new  dies  and  minting  equip 
ment  lale  in  1728  but  was  lost 
in  a  storm  off  the  Cayman 
Islands.  Further  records  reveal 
that  the  minting  equipment  did 
arrive  in  New  Spain  (Mexico 
Mint)  in  1732,  with  pattern 
pieces.  This  can  be  substantiated 
by  the  fact  that  at  the  Banco 
de  Mexico  there  are  silver  and 
copper  patterns  dated  1729.  The 
reverse  of  the  pieces  bears  the 
crowned  "M"  for  the  Madrid 
mint.  The  reverse  shows  no  initi¬ 
als  of  any  assayer  and  no  stated 
value  NOTE:  No  Spanish  Milled 
dollars  were  ever  minted  in 
Spain.  All  were  struck  at  the 
six  Provincial  mints  of  the  New 
World. 

QUESTION  3. — What  was  the  date 
the  first  Milled  dollars  was 
struck?  How  many  other  Provin¬ 
cial  mints  struck  these  pieces? 

The  first  striking  was  Mar.  29, 


1732  at  New  Spain  (Mexico) 
mint.  Later  these  pieces  were 
minted  at  the  mints  of  Guate 
mala,  Potosi,  Lima,  Santiago  and 
Santa  Fe  de  Bogota  (Colombia). 
QUESTION  4 — What  are  the  most 
difficult  pieces  to  obtain  by  mint 
and  what  is  considered  the  rar¬ 
est  Spanish  Milled  dollar?  The 
1772  8  reales  Mexico  mint  is 
unique,  found  only  in  the  Banco 
de  Mexico.  No  other  is  known 
to  exist.  The  most  difficult  coins 
to  obtain  by  mint  mark  are  San¬ 
tiago.  Production  at  this  mint 
was  very  limited.  Most  common 
are  those  of  the  Mexico  and 
Potosi  mints.  Both  mints  had 
high  volume  production.  Guate¬ 
mala  and  Lima  are  difficult  but 
with  a  little  patience  they  can 
be  located.  The  mint  at  Santa 
Fe  de  Bogota  struck  the  Milled 
dollar  only  one  year  (1759)  ac¬ 
cording  to  records  and  is  VERY 
RARE.  There  was  a  1763  report¬ 
ed  to  exist,  but  this  could  not 
be  confirmed.  The  Spanish  Mill¬ 
ed  dollar  believed  to  be  the  rar¬ 
est  (exception  1772)  is  the  1733 
Mexico  mint  with  the  MX  mint 
mark,  Assayer  F. 

Now,  let  us  study  the  coin  for 
general  information,  design,  etc 
The  diameter  ranges  between 
38  and  39  mm,  silver  content  27 
grams,  with  a  fineness  of  916.63 
by  law  and'  they  conform  very 
close  to  this.  The  rims  of  these 
coins  are  unusual.  This  is  called 
a  "cordoncillo,"  giving  the  impres¬ 
sion  of  a  floral  or  leaf  design. 
It  was  purposely  added  to  the 
piece  to  try  to  control  filing  and 
clipping,  and  also  to  discourage 
counterfeiting.  It  can  also  be  noted 
that  the  cordoncillo  or  rim  design 
was  pressed  into  the  planchet  or 
flan  before  the  actual  striking  of

COINS  AND  THE  COIN  MARKET  -  1968

El  Paso,  Tx. 

Believe  me,  the  coin  market  has 
never  been  better  -  just  show 
it  and  it's  sold. 

This,  I  believe,  is  due  to  the 
loss  of  confidence  in  our  monetary 
system  and  inflation  reaching  high¬ 
er  plateaus  each  month.  I  person¬ 
ally  would  rather  make  trades 
than  buy  and  sell. 

I  will  digress  somewhat  from 
the  title  of  this  program  and  try 
to  analyze  not  only  the  monetary 
policies  of  our  country,  but  also  a 
large  part  of  the  world  and  go 
back  into  history  and  see  what 
happened  to  past  civilizations  that 
debased  their  currencies. 

In  the  past,  some  monarchs, 
politicians,  persons  in  power,  eith¬ 
er  for  personal  gain  to  oil  a  war 
machine  or  just  to  finance  stupid 
programs,  debased  their  money 
and  always  the  results  were  chaos 
and  usually  collapsed  because  of 
their  regimes.  Upon  reorganization, 
legal  tender  was  again  backed  by 
gold  and  silver  to  gain  the  con¬ 
fidence  of  their  poeple  in  the  new 
monetary  system. 

We  are  now  going  through  a 
period  of  gross  debasement  and 
had  you  told  me  20  years  ago  that 
this  would  happen  in  our  country, 
I  would  have  thought  --  "You're 
a  candidate  for  an  asylum.'' 

This  situation  is  almost  world¬ 
wide.  The  past  spring  while  on  a 
trip  to  Sweden  and  Denmark  I 
observed  the  Swedish  krone  and 
German  5  mark  are  still  silver.  This 


is  my  personal  opinion,  but  as  I 
see  it,  our  U.S.  money,  excepting 
the  half  dollar,  is  now  backed  by 
a  politician's  promise  that  this  is 
money  and  has  a  set  value  as  long 
as  it  suits  the  purpose  of  the  peo¬ 
ple  in  power.  At  any  time  this  can 
be  manipulated  and  inflated  to 
suit  their  needs  and  purposes. 

Getting  back  to  coins  and  the 
coin  market,  it  sort  of  looks  like 
the  ban  on  melting  U.S.  silver  coins 
will  be  lifted  sometime  in  1969  as 
the  government  will  have  sold 
most  of  their  silver  holdings  and 
reclaimed  coins  so  there  will  be 
little  interest  in  keeping  a  ban  on 
melting  these  coins.  There  will  also 
be  pressure  by  the  silver-using 
industries  to  lift  the  ban  in  order 
to  maintain  a  stable  price  for 
silver. 

The  estimates  made  by  various 
officials  as  to  the  amount  of  silver 
reverting  to  the  Treasury  were 
about  50%  short  of  actual  receipts 
Want  to  know  where  the  other 
50%  is?  Look  in  your  dresser 
drawers  and  lock  boxes. 

If  I  remember  correctly,  the  silver 
in  circulation  amounted  to  about 
$8.50  per  person  and  I  know  I 
have  more  than  my  share. 

Silver  this  past  week  has  been 
$2.10  to  $2.20  per  ounce:  this 
means  a  quarter  (25c)  has  a  silver 
value  of  35-40c  and  the  half  dol¬ 
lar  (50c),  70-80c.  I  could'  be  wrong 
and  many  times  I  am  reminded  by 
the  drawer  full  of  high  priced  coins 
I  purchased  that  are  worth  little

THE  DWINDLING  PESO 


One  of  the 
tragedies  of  Max¬ 
ican  numismatics 
is  the  manner  in 
which  the  Mexi¬ 
can  peso  continu¬ 
ed  to  shrink  in 
size,  until  the  sil¬ 
ver  was  com¬ 
pletely  removed  from  the  peso. 
This  fate  has  been  suffered  by 
almost  all  monetary  units  through¬ 
out  history.  What  makes  the  fate 
of  the  Mexican  peso  more  lament¬ 
able  is  that  for  over  350  years, 
the  Mexican  peso  was  a  strong, 
standard,  well-known  silver  mone¬ 
tary  unit. 

Until  1821,  the  Spanish  8  real 
struck  at  the  Mexico  mint  provid¬ 
ed  a  stable  silver  coin.  In  1822 
independent  Mexico  issued  8  real 
coins  of  the  same  fineness  and 
weight  as  those  of  the  colonial

period.  The  designs  and  legends 
were  of  course  changed.  These  8 
reals  had  the  bust  of  Emperor 
Iturbide  and  the  reverse  carried  a 
Mexican  eagle  with  a  crown  and 
a  legend  which  proclaimed  Iturbide 
as  the  constitutional  emperor  of 
Mexico.  The  Iturbide  8  real  had 
a  weight  of  0.9027  silver  and 
copper. 

In  1823  Mexico  began  minting 
8  reals  which  featured'  a  liberty 
cap  on  the  obverse  and  the  Mex¬ 
ican  eagle  on  the  reverse.  These 
became  the  most  commonly  issued 
coins  during  the  Republic  and 
maintained  the  same  standards  as 
the  Iturbide  8  real. 

For  two  years,  1866-1867,  Em¬ 
peror  Maximilian  had  a  one  peso 
coin  struck  with  his  bust.  This  piece 
also  maintained  the  standards  of 
previous  issues.  The  Maximilian 
peso  was  the  first  Mexican  coin 
which  carried  the  value  "One 
Peso." 

The  Balance  Scale  type  peso  was 
issued  from  1869-1873.  It  featured 
the  balance  scale  on  the  obverse 
and  a  standing,  frontal  view  of  an 
eagle.  This  peso  also  maintained 
the  fineness  and  size  of  the  pre¬ 
vious  issues. 

Following  a  period  ir ■  which  8 
real  coins  were  struck,  the  one  peso 
coin  again  appeared  in  1898  This 
issue  is  known  as  the  Liberty  Cap 
type  because  of  the  large  liberty 
cap  on  the  obverse.  It  also  main¬ 
tained  the  standards  of  the  previ-

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ous  issues. 

In  1910  the  Caballito  peso  was 
issued  as  a  coin  to  commemorate 
the  beginning  of  the  Mexican  In¬ 
dependence  movement.  It  also  con¬ 
tinued  the  standards  of  previous 
issues.  The  Caballito  peso  was 
struck  from  1910  to  1914. 

After  a  period  of  four  years, 
peso  coins  were  struck  in  1918  and 
1919.  But  these  coins  had  a  major 
drop  in  weight  and  a  change  in 
fineness.  The  one  peso  coin  had  a 
diameter  of  34mm,  a  weight  of 
IS.  125  grams  and  a  fineness  of 
0.800. 

From  1920  ot  1945  one  peso 
coins  were  struck  which  had  a  re¬ 
duced  size  and  a  lowered  silver 
fineness.  These  reductions  were 
brought  about  by  rising  silver 
prices.  The  diameter  of  34mm  used 
on  the  1918-1919  issues  was  main¬ 
tained  and  the  weight  remained 
18.125  grams.  The  fineness  was 
only  .720,  the  balance  of  the 
metal  content  being  copper. 

In  1947-1949,  a  new  one  peso 
was  issued  which  was  reduced  in 
weight,  size  and  fineness.  This  coin 
features  the  bust  of  Morelos  and 
a  diameter  or  32mm,  a  weight  of 
14  grams,  and  the  composition  of 
.500  silver,  .400  copper,  .060 
nickel  and  .040  zinc. 

Morelos  appeared'  on  the  peso 
struck  in  1950.  This  issue  had  a 
reduced  weight  to  13.333  grams 
and  a  reduced  composition  of  .300 
silver,  .500  copper,  .100  nickel, 
and  .100  zinc.  In  1957,  Morelos 
appeared  on  the  regular  issue  of 
one  peso  struck  from  1957  to 
1967.  It  had  a  larger  weight  but 
a  greatly  reduced  silver  content. 
For  its  large  size  of  34.5mm,  only 
10%  of  the  coin  is  silver. 

In  1970,  Mexico  joined  the  rest 
of  the  world  and  began  production 
of  copper-nickel  coinage.  With  the 


introduction  of  this  piece,  silver 
disappeared  from  the  one  peso 
coin  and  thus  ended  a  grand  his¬ 
tory  of  silver  one  peso  coins.

the  coin. 

These  pieces  circulated  freely 
throughout  the  world  for  over  300 
years  as  an  unofficial  but  accepted 
medium  of  exchange  (China  1935], 
They  can  truly  be  considered  an 
international  coinage.  They  were 
legal  tender  in  the  United  States 
until  1857  and  redeemed  at  par 
value  of  the  U.S.  coinage. 

It  is  considered  by  most  leading 
numismatists  that  the  Spanish  Mill¬ 
ed  or  Pillar  dollar  is  truly  the 
Classic  coin  of  the  Spanish  Pro¬ 
vincial  Empire." 

By  Royal  Decree  of  Charles  II. 
of  Spain  in  1771,  all  coinage  of 
Spain  and  the  Spanish  empire 
would  bear  his  image.  New  dies 
were  prepared.  Minting  operations 
began  in  1772  -  and  the  Spanish 
Milted  or  Pillar  dollar  and  its 
smaller  denominations  passed  on 
into  history.  They  had  reigned  for 
only  40  years,  but  will  remain  a 
very  desirable  collector's  item  until 
the  end  of  time.

A  shining  example:  for  many 
years  I  had  several  1903-0  silver 
dollars  with  a  going  price  about 
$1000.00  each.  Several  bags  were 
discovered  and  released  by  the 
mint  and  the  price  fell  to  about 
$20.00  each.  Upon  taking  inven¬ 
tory  I  discovered  these  former  high 
priced  coins  in  my  lock  box. 

I  think  the  price  of  silver  will 
reach  $3.00  to  $4.00  per  ounce 
in  a  few  years  and  will  stabilize 
at  about  $3.00  as  this  seems  to 
be  the  level  where  marginal  mines 
can  go  back  into  production  and 
should  the  price  drop,  they  will 
shut  down.

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IRISH  MONEY 
IN  CANADA 

In  1792  the  newly  appointed  Gov¬ 
ernor  of  Upper  Canada,  General 
John  Graves  Simcoe,  called  together 
at  Newark  (now  Niagara-on-the-Lake) 
his  first  parliament.  One  of  the  most 
important  matters  on  the  agenda  was 
giving  serious  consideration  to  the 
state  of  the  money  then  in  circu¬ 
lation  in  Upper  Canada  After  many 
debates  on  the  subject,  parliament 
decided  it  would  be  a  great  advan¬ 
tage  to  have  a  distinctive  Upper 
Canada  coin.  A  committee  was  ap¬ 
pointed  to  consider  the  matter  of 
design,  minting,  and  any  proposal 
brought  to  their  attention  concern¬ 
ing  the  proposed  new  coin. 

It  was  decided  by  the  committee 
to  prepare  dies  and  strike  a  num¬ 
ber  of  proofs  or  trial  pieces  before 
placing  them  in  general  circulation. 
Accordingly,  in  1794  dies  were  made 
and  a  number  of  beautiful  half¬ 
penny  pieces  were  struck  and  shown 
to  the  legislature. 

The  Governor  Simcoe,  having  gone 
that  far  with  the  experiment,  thought 
it  advisable  to  take  the  Home  Of¬ 
fice  into  his  confidence.  According¬ 
ly.  samples  of  the  new  halfpenny 
pieces  were  sent  to  England  with 
a  request  that  permission  be  granted 
by  the  Home  Office  to  circulate  them 
in  Canada.  At  the  same  time  a  let¬ 


ter  went  forth  describing  the  mone¬ 
tary  conditions  existing  in  the  colony, 
and  the  obstacles  that  faced  trade 
and  business  there  The  Home  Office 
refused  permission  to  circulate  the 
new'  coins  but  they  were  not  un-

sympathetic  toward  the  Governor’s 
plea  for  reform  of  the  money.  A 
new  issue  of  copper  coins  had  then 
been  struck  for  circulation  in  Ire¬ 
land,  and  a  large  shipment  of  the 
worn  out  Irish  currency  they  re¬ 
placed  was  sent  to  Canada.  Having 
seen  hard  service  in  Ireland  they 
were  dilapidated,  and  within  ten 
years  of  their  arrival  in  Canada  it 
was  difficult  to  find  one  that  could 
be  identified  as  of  that  issue. 

In  1805  some  early  Canadian  mer¬ 
chant  or  merchants  had  ordered  some 
very  beautiful  tokens  to  be  struck 
for,  or  rather  in,  England,  and  they 
were  quietly  placed  in  circulation 
in  Montreal  and  eastern  Upper  Can¬ 


ada  They  are  known  today  as  the 
Hibernia  tokens.  On  the  face  they 
bore  the  inscription  “For  Public  Ac¬ 
comodation  One  Penny,’’  and  on  the 
reverse  an  Irish  harp  was  stamped. 
The  authors  of  these  coins  are  not 
known  but  they  started  something 
that  soon  became  widespread,  pri¬ 
vate  issues  of  copper  tokens.  The 
clear-cut  designs  on  these  tokens 
was  in  great  contrast  to  the  miser¬ 
able  pieces  of  metal  sent  out  by  the 
Home  Office.

The  Ferris  Wheel  was  named 
for  its  designer,  George  Ferris,  an 
engineer.  It  first  operated  at  the 
Columbian  Exposition  (World's 
Fair)  held  in  Chicago  in  1893 
where  it  was  the  most  popular  of 
all  the  amusements.
